Brooke to send out o party of cavairy totry
and head them off, os they would undonbtedly
rush for the bad lands, Within an houe alter
this telegram came o battalion of the Ninth

cavalry, companies D, F, 1 and K, «
total of about two hunaved and thivty
men with  Colonel Heunry  dat  their

their head dashed out of the agency taking
the Wounded Knee rond tothe northeast.
They wore accompanied by abont twenty of

the mnew Indian  scouts that  Lien-
tenant  Taylor hos  been  drilling  nere,
Al oMeinl vlose calenlation of

the time shows that at the hour the cavalry
left here the flecing hostiles were probably
nlready Inon the edge of the bad lands north
of the White river, s little west of the mouth
of the Bear viver in the Lodge creek. Colonel
Heonry's orders oard o moake o forced
march of forty miles tonight before stoppng.
His men carvied five day’'s eations on  their
saddles, whilo o hostily arranged pack  train
followed an hour Inter.

At the same time the troops started, cour-
iers wers pushed off to the oad lands to ap-
prise the peace party of the move.  General
Brooke |s doubtful ubour it belng possible for
Colonel Henry to intereept the band before 1t
et into the bad lands, Everyvone who has
associnted with Colonel Henrvy since his ar-

vival  here, and poarticularly  during
tho last two weirks, is roady
to sweur that I havd  riding  will
do it he will get there with  this baud of cav-
alry. "The veds once in the bad lands it is
gooldbye o peace parleying. Such is the opin-
fon of nearly overyone  her, Lat
it be  distinctly understood that
Colonel  Henry I8 not headed for
